A new secretary-general must 


get past the threat of a Soviet' 
veto, which the Soviets could ex- 
ercise; if tfyeyj decide, -as expected, 
to push their-plans for reorganiz- 
ing the United Nations and curl..' 
ing the powers of the secretariat 
developed by Hammarskjold. 


A hew secretary-general 
must 


be nominated . by ... the Security , 
Council with the agreement of all j 
five permanent members — the 
United States, the Soviet Union,'

the nomination must be approved 
by the General Assembly.
